Non-Canadian graduate stu : 
dents who are working as 
teaching assistants, research 
assistants and demonstrators 
met Monday afternoon to dis- 
cuss health care coverage. 
Some graduate students are 
apparently paying premiums to 
both McGlll and the provincial 
government. 

The twenty-odd students, re- 
presenting most faculties and 
departments, voiced their dis- 
satisfaction to John Abrams, 
organizer of the graduate stu- 
dent group. 

Last year, Abrams discovered 

e was paying not only $120 to 
the McGlll Foreign Student 
Health Insurance Plan, but a 
considerable sum of money 
also was being deducted from 
his McGlll paycheck and sent to 
the Ministère de l'Assurance- 
maladie. Assuming that he 
would be covered under the 
provincial health insurance 
plan, he withheld payment to 
McGlll this year for the Foreign 
Student Health insurance pro- 
gram

After he was informed he 
would not be eligible to receive 
provincial health benefits, he 
assumed that his provincial 
contribution would therefore be 
refundable. 

Other students' experiences 
were similar. Several students 
wrote directly to the provincial 
government requesting that 
their contribution be refunded. 
.While some students wore gran- 
ted a refund, others were not. 

All those present at Monday's 
meeting verified that they were 
paying $200 or more per year In 
total health insurance premi- 
ums— $120 to McGlll and $50- 
100 per annum tot ho province- 
depending on the salary earned 
as assistant or demonstrator. 

In an attempt to rectify the 
situation, Abrams spoke with 
administrators at McGlll and 
with ministers in the province. 
This Tuesday, Abrams received 
a letter from Jacques Girardeau, 
of the Division de Renseigne- 
ments, Direction de la Verifi- 
cation, Ministère de la Revenu, 
which stated that all residents 
of Quebec must contribute to 
the Quebec health Insurance 
plan whether or not they are In 
fact eligible to receive health 
benefits. 

The ministry further stated 
that it feels Justified to act in 
this fashion and that the con- 
tributors should accept this 
legislation in good grace as a 
gesture of good will on behalf of 
the government. 

At present, more meetings of 
non-Canadian graduate stu- 
dents are planned for the 
future.

RCMP: 

Turned to theft and arson

Sergeant Claude Brodeur of 
the RCMP testified that he was 
part of a special squad respon- 
sible for burning a barn which 
the federal force was unable to 
bug. The testimony was made 
before the Keable Commission 
investigating the 1972 APLQ 
break-In. The squad, unknown 
to either the Quebec Police 
Force or the Montreal Police, 
was set up shortly after the 1 970 
October crisis in order to infil- 
trate political movements, to 
prevent political prisoners from 
escaping jail and to Intercept 
communications with political 
exiles outside of Canada. 



Brodeur added that he was 
involved In an alleged theft of 
dynamite from a construction 
company but said he did not 
know who stole the dynamite or 
why. When questioned on the 
1973 RCMP PQ break-In, Bro- 
deur replied that he had never 
heard of it until the solicitor- 
general of Canada, Francis Fox 
announced It last Friday. 

Commenting on the illegal 
RCMP activities in Quebec, 
Minister of Justice Marc-André- 
Bédard stated that the Quebec 
Police Commission will have 
jurisdiction over all police 
activity in Québec. Bédard 
added that the present laws can 



be easily amended because 
justice Is a provincial preroga- 
tive, according to the BNA act. 
The RCMP is presently autono- 
mous from the Quebec Police 
Commission. 

Commenting on Ottawa's 
attitude toward illegal RCMP 
activity over the last five years, 
Bédard said the Fox and Tru- 
deau "go as far as attempting to 
apologize for actions of this 
nature. This is unacceptable." 
Bédard still hasn't decided 
whether or not he will widen the 
mandate of the Keable Com- 
mission to investigate all RCMP 
activity In Quebec.

The main Implication of the 
proposal is that students would 
be required to return to school 
one week earlier than this year, 
or at the beginning of Septem- 
ber. The advantage, according 
to supporters Terry Reed, Pres- 
ident of the Students' Society 
and Karl Stockbrldge, head of 
ASUS, is that students wilt 
have a much longer inter-ses- 
slon vacation. 

Although the plan would 
mean a shortened period of 
study for exams, the vast 
majority of students voted In 
favour of It in the ASUS 
questionnaire at registration 
this year. Stockbrldge is satis- 
fled that the 14% reply rate Is 
representative of the student 
population. The results showed 
that 86% of science and 91% 
of arts students support exams 
before Christmas. 

Both Reed and Stockbrldge 
"Intend to remain intransigent 
In their support for the proposal 
unless students show opposi- 
tion to it at the planned open 

meeting of the Students' Socie-

Although final details of the 
proposal have not been worked 
out, the plan backed by Reed 
and Stockbrldge Involves three 
exam periods per day, with the 
extra one from 6-9 pm and 
possible exams on Saturday. 
The representatives stress that 
under their plan, no student 
would be required to take more 
than two exams a day, and the 
usual effort will be made to 
distribute core course exams 
over the exam period. 

Opposition to the pian has 
come from the associate deans 
of Arts and Science, who are 
represented , according to 
Reed and Stockbrldge, by a 
minority on the subcommittee. 
The deans' opposition has been 
that professors will be forced to 
grade exams during Christmas, 
a contention that the student 
representatives dispute. 

In addition, the deans have 
pointed to the conflict that 
could take place In late August, 
when professors would be 
asked to attend academic as- 
sociation meetings as well as

"In a pluralistic society, the 
state can only perform its role 
effectively by not associating 
Itself with any specific group. If 
it does associate its policies 
and major values towards one 
particular group, there may be a 
tendency towards totalitarian- 
Ism," argued Chalm Perelman, 
professor of philosophy at the 
Université libre de Bruxelles last 
night in a lecture entitled the 
Philosophy of Pluralism. - 

The lecture was the first of a 
series to be given at McGill on 
pluralistic societies, but no 
more than 100 people attended 
the lecture by Perelman, a 
former visiting professor at 
McGill. Giving his listeners an 
historical overview of various 
philosophical views of monism, 
Perelman went from Aristotle 
through Spinoza and Descartes, 
up to the views of Emile 
Durkhelm. Perelman sought to 

ishow how the monlsts"'utopla 
based on universal reason" led 
up to certain historical events 
such as the French Revolution. 
He went on to argue that If those 
in power under monlst Ideol- 
ogies faced conflicting views as 
to what constituted "universal 
reason, or truth", those In 
power would use It to benefit 
"their" universality. "The total- 
itarian regimes of the twentieth 
century, both left and right, 
were a combination of monistic 
Ideologies." Perelman said. 
Perelman stressed that within 



a true pluralistic society, 
Individual, by growing up In a 
society In which he comes In 
contact with many different 
groups and Interests, develops 
a certain autonomy In his/her 
own views. The state in a 
pluralistic society "must func- 
tion to moderate Incompatible 



demands, based on respect for 
the individual," he said. 

Finally he said, "A convincing 
speech must be adapted to the 
audience." At the end of his 
lecture, he readily agreed that 
this was exceedingly difficult to 
lo when that audience itself

PQ delves Into housing crisis

Montreal-area PQ MNAs resolved this past weekend to attempt 
to alleviate the provincial housing crisis, especially in the 
downtown area of Montreal. They Intend to introduce legislation 
to this effect next year and will release a Green Paper for study in 
January. 

According to Gilbert Paquette, PQ MNA for Rosemount, the 
orientation of the proposed legislation will stress the protection of 
low Income tenants In the downtown area. The MNAs also 
emphasized housing cooperatives and the construction of 
low-cost dwellings. 

Paquette added that by December the government will redirect 
the function of the Rental Board such that landlords intending to 
raise rents will be obliged to Justify Increases. Until now, the 
Rental Board has been an ineffective court of appeal for tenants 
already faced with rent hikes. 
Hanlgan: MUCTC maintenance employees' der 

The MUCTC's 2200-member maintenance 
general meeting tomorrow to discuss manager,*, 
latest contract proposal and to decide whether or .. 
Meanwhile, the MUCTC's 3500 bus drivers and metro operators are 
also negotiating a new wage contract and are reportedly 
disenchanted with the progress of talks. 

The drivers and operators have had the legal right to strike since 
September 19 and may organize study periods if negotiations 
don't improve. The maintenance workers have been in a position 
to strike since October 15. 

According to MUCTC chairman Lawrence Hanigan, the 
maintenance union's revised demands for a 6% wage Increase and 
annual 10% cost-of-living payments are being studied by the 
administration. But Hanlgan admits that the demands "are still 
too high".

Downtown area to be snow-clogged 
The city's downtown area, between St. Lawrence Blvd. and 
Atwater St. from Mt. Royal to the River, will not be serviced as 
well as in the past when winter and snow set In, according to 
Richard Vanler, director of the Montreal Roads Department. 
'Vhlle snow outside this area Is cleared by sub-contractors and 
. crews, the city core is serviced exclusively by the Roads 
Department. Because the blue collar workers have been working to 
rule for four months, only 60% of the city's snow removal 
equipment will be ready for the first snowfall. 

MUC Capital Works budget "a farce" 
The MUC's three-year capital works budget totalling $886 million 
was adopted last week by city council without debate. MCM 
councillors attempted to initiate discussion and to investigate the 
spending program in a plenary session but failed. According to 
MCM councillor Michael Fainstat, the adoption of the budget Is "a 
victory for Ignorance. Council agrees to spend $886 million 
without one question. It's a farce." 

Of the $886 million, $229 million are reserved next year for the 
Public Security Council and the Bureau de Transport Métropolitain. 
The MUCTC will receive $23.4 million. 

Federal transit subsidy: "peanuts" 
A federal subsidy of $230 million to Canadian cities for urban 
transit over the next five years has been labelled "peanuts" by 
MUCTC transit officials. According to MUCTC spokesperson 
Robert Hainault, Montreal's share, which totals about $6 million 
annually, cannot be considered a serious attempt to alleviate 
transit problems. The operation deficit of-the city's transit system 
Is expected to reach $97 million next year. 

MCM denounces Drapeau plan for fair 
The MCM Is asking the Quebec Municipal Commission to 
prevent Mayor Drapeau from turning the administration of Man 
and His World over to a private organization called the Montreal 
Association for Recreative and Cultural Action. At a press 
conference held Monday, MCM councillors Michael Fainstat and 
Jean Roy charged that M&HW cannot be handed to the 
Association without the provincial Commission's permission. 

They add that the Drapeau formula is contrary to public interest 
and anti-democratic. They feel that rather than ensuring the fair's 
permanence, the Drapeau plan will worsen the.situatlon. 
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Drapeau's snow-job 

An appropriate symbol for the mess that the Drapeau 
administration has made of Montreal will probably emerge this 
winter when the majority of downtown-area streets will not be 
cleared as quickly and as well as in the past when the snow starts 
falling. The roads department has announced that, because the 
city's blue collar workers have been working to rule. since July, 
only 60% of Montreal's snow removal equipment will be ready for 
the first snowfall. 

Of course, It may not make any differemce whether or not 
downtown streets will be snow-free this winter because there may 
not be any buses running. Both the MUCTC maintenance 
employees and bus drivers have reached an impasse with the 
municipal administration In their respective contract negotiations. 
The drivers have had the legal right to strike for over a month and 
the maintenance workers have been free to walk off the Job since 
October 15. 

In past weeks, the MUC has been attempting to dispel notions 
of its Inefficiency at the bargaining table by calling the 
maintenance union's demands for a 6% wage Increase and for 
annual 8% cost-of-living payments unreasonable. Full page ads In 
Montreal dailies and radio announcements outline the city's 
position. The administration Is offering the maintenance workers 
annual base salaries of about $17,000 over eighteen months from 
this July In addition to $3000 worth of free transport, uniforms, 
tool allowances and pension fund, health and sickness insurance 
contributions. The MUCTC would like to call its offer a sizeable 
increase. 

But according to MCM councillor Arnold Bennett, the MUCTC's 
claims are misleading. Bennett says that the Transit Commis- 
sion's offer of $3000 worth of fringe benefits cannot be Included in 
a wage proposal and have never been In the past, but are Integral 
to the employees working conditions. Thus, the city's contract 
proposal does not represent any significant Increase for its 
maintenance workers. The MUCTC also Intends to eliminate the. 
grievance procedure for the hiring of new employees and wants to 
re-establish compulsory overtime In opposition to the union's 
demands. 

Complaints that MUCTC services already cost Montreal 
taxpayers enough are understandable. The MUC budget for 1978 
calls for an expenditure of $354 million, exceeding its predecessor 
by $70 million. Much of the increase is due to transit costs. But 
MUCTC maintenance workers make a valid point about the 
efficiency and competence of the Drapeau administration when 
they say that in Vancouver, where bus tickets are cheaper than in 
Montreal, maintenance employees earn 44% more than they do.

then establish uniformity of 
sessional dates for all McGIII 
faculties, the necessary prere- 
quisite for Institution preregls- 
tratlon and spring advising. 

For the past few years, 
management and engineering 
have held pre-Christmas ex- 
ams, with the former having 
spring advising and preregls- 
tration as well. 

Another proposal, which

"unacceptable compromise" 
has been put forward in sub- 
committee by Associate Dean 
of Arts Duer, which calls for 
"A" courses exams to be held 
before Christmas break and "D" 
courses exams afterward. 
The reps acknowledge that

would not be ignored by the 
court. 

And even If the batterer was 
sentenced, his wife and chil- 
dren could suffer considerable 
hardship financially if he had 
been supporting the family. 

It has been well established 
that aggression is more likely to 
occur if the victim Is perceived 
unwilling or unable to retaliate. 
A perception that women are 
weak, and willing to take abuse, 
actually promotes the attitude 
conducive to wife battering. 

It must be demonstrated to 
both men and women that 
women do not like the abuse, 
and can and will do all in their 
power to protect themselves. 

Abuse in the family has 
reached such proportions that 
society can no longer pretend 
that It does not exist. People 
must realize their responsibility 
by accepting that domestic 
situations are everyone's busi- 
ness when human beings are 
being abused. 

The question remains, then 
what does cause wife battery? 
The best explanation is the 
sociological one. That is, we 
live in a world where women 
have been raped and beaten 
through the ages. They have 
been regarded In the same light 
as children In that they "need to 
be beaten occasionally to keep 
them In line" and wife battery 
has been a socially-accepted 
phenomenon

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Battered women: exploring the myths

Wife-battering has gone on 
for centuries, but has only 
recently become recognized as 
a social problem because 
women are no longer accepting 
abuse passively. 

As more and more women 
have come out of the closet with 
accounts of the horrors of rape 
and wife battery, social scien- 
tists have busied themselves 
about finding an explanation for 
the violence. With the "possible 
explanations" that have filtered 
down Into the literature have 
also come a network of myths. 

Myths associated with rape 
are Increasingly being exposed, 
but In the area of wife battery, 
research Is recent and sporadic. 
Myths are stiil rampant. 

As with rape, the explanation 
has been presented that wife 
battery is perpetrated by sick 
men. The rebuttal of this myth Is 
even more dramatic In the case 
of wife battery than rape, 
because men of every class, 
colour, religion and ethnic 
group beat their wives. Wife 
battery Is also much more 
prevalent than rape. Even the 
FBI estimates wife battery to be 
at least three times as wide- 
spread as rape. 

Statistics from social and 
government agencies seem to 
Indicate that wife battery is 
largely a problem of the lower 
Income group. However, lower 
income people are more likely to 
end up at social service agen- 



cies, whereas middle and upper 
income groups are better able to 
keep the Incidents quiet be- 
cause they have the money to 
procure private assistance. 

Obviously, then, statistics 
have been biased. Women from 
every income bracket, with 
husbands from labourers to 
judges and professional men, 
have come forward with ac- 
counts of battering and many 
have sought refuge in transition 
houses. 

A second myth assumes that 
the frustration of unemploy- 
ment and economic hard times 
cause wife battering. Economic 
hardship Is a strain, but by no 
means does It cause wife 
battering. Men at the top of the 
economic structure hold a 
characteristic In common with 
those at the bottom: men In 
both categories beat their 
wives. 

This myth also assumes that 
as the financial picture bright- 
ens, battering diminishes— 
which is also riot true. Through- 
out patriarchal history, men 
have battered their wives in 
good times and bad. 

A third myth assumes that 
alcohol abuse causes wife 
battering. Alcohol abuse, until 
recently, has also been used as 
an excuse for rape. But alcohol 
Is no longer accepted as a cause 
of rape; so it is also with wife 
battering.

Some men drink to justify the 
battering. Other men drink and 
never beat their wives. 

As with rape, blame Is tradi- 
tionally placed on the already 
aching shoulders of the victim. 
The myth that women somehow 
cause the beating is still 
suggested. Although child 
abuse Is abhorred by all and 
children are viewed as innocent 
victims, if the children and the 
wife are beaten by the same 
man, the woman Is still as- 
sumed to have somehow been 
responsible for the attack. 

Freud and his following of 
psychiatrists are responsible 
for the myth that women like to 
be beaten; they perceive 
women as fundamentally maso- 
chistic and actually In need of 
abuse or hardship. This as- 
sumption would be laughable If 
fewer people took it seriously. 

The facts dispel the myth. 
Women who finally appear at 
transition houses have a long 
history of appealing for help 
from society through friends, 
relatives, police and social 
agencies. But because virtually 
everyone avoids involvement 
with domestic disputes, the 
battered wife is left isolated and 
without any kind of assistance. 

It is often assumed that 
battered women must not mind 
abuse because they endure It so 
many times and still remain 
with their husbands. Yet, there 
are several good reasons why 



beat their wives, these women do not or cannot 



leave. 

Many women have no money 
with which to leave. If wives 
have a husband to "take care of 
them" and separation proceed- 
ings have not begun, social 
service agencies are not Inter- 
ested In giving assistance. 
Another reason for remaining 
In the same situation Is fear of 
recrimination from the hus- 
band. Many women are hunted 
down by their husbands if they 
leave, and physical abuse can 
be worse if they are caught. 

Also, husbands have other 
roles than just batterers and the 
woman's emotional Involve- 
ment with her husband is often 
difficult to break. Many wives 
retain the hope that their 
husbands will stop battering 
them. 

About half of all homicides 
Involve family members or close 
friends. Often, homicide occurs 
without any previous signs of 
estrangement. And researchers 
have found that a man Is most 
likely to attack his wife in 
aggravated assault, but the 
woman Is more likely to be the 
attacker In homicide. 

It seems that the woman is 
likely to endure abuse for a 
length of time and then react all 
at once by committing murder. 
Such a situation does not 
support the Idea that women 
enjoy abuse. 

Violence In the family, espe- 
cially wife battering, Is gener- 
ally seen as no one else's 



business. Children and women 
can be ruthlessly beaten and 
neighbours will ignore screams, 
police will refuse to "Interfere," 
doctors will not report bruises 
and other Injuries, social ser- 
vice workers will encourage the 
family to stay together at all 
costs, and society in general 
will Ignore the problem. 

One option open to the bat- 
tered woman Is court action. It 
can be a rather unrealistic 
choice, however, if the wife 
cannot leave her husband (for 
whatever reasons). Living under 
the same roof with someone she 
is taking to court could present 
grave threats to her physical 
welfare. Three weeks usually 
elapse between the charge and 
the court appearance and there 
are usually two or three court 
appearances. Obviously, a 
woman pursuing this procedure 
is running excessively high 
risks. 

Even if the woman decides to 
prosecute, the family court Is 
very reluctant to sentence a wife 
batterer to time In jail. Batterers 
are usually reprimanded, but if 
the situation Is extreme, they 
may get probation with the 
proviso of "good behavior." If 
the probation order is broken 
(usually repeatedly), the bat- 
terer can get up to 18 months for 
a breach of probation. 

In common assault (on any- 
one but wife and children) the 
offender is liable for much more
